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Where do they come up 
with those offensively 
awesome beer names?

Tart With a Heart ale may sound scandalous, 
until you consider it began as a beer whose full 
name can’t be printed here. 

To create Tart With a Heart, Revolution 
Brewing put a strong brown ale called When 
the {Bleep} Hits the Fan— except “bleep” isn’t 
the real word— in two bourbon barrels and 
mixed it with 12 pounds of pureed plums. 

“We originally thought we’d maybe call {the 
new brew] Plums ‘n’ {Bleep},” general manag- 
er Michelle Folk said. “But our brewer said, 
‘The word “{bleep}” and my beers does not 
calculate in my head.’ ” 

When it comes to crazy beer names and la- 
bels, independent craft breweries aren’t afraid 
to take risks— or cause trouble— to stand out 
among the competition. 

“We have a lot of fun doing {the naming},” 
said Gabriel Magliaro, president of Chicago- 
based Half Acre Beer. ‘As a company, it’s 
tempting to try to push that envelope a little 
and see where those lines are defined.” 

One of Half Acre’s newest is Meat Wave, 
brewed for Chicago Craft Beer Week, which 
starts Thursday at a variety of venues around 
town. (Details are at chibeerweek.com.) 
Among the many other creatively named 
beers expected to be available: Three Floyds 
Topless Wytch, Ommegang Gnomegang and 
New Holland Dragon’s Milk. 

‘Anyone who says they aren’t influenced 
in some way by the name is lying,” said Kyle 
McHugh, founder ofThe Boozehound, a Chi- 
cago-based events company 

McHugh said he’s definitely bought beer 
based solely on the name. As has Avondale 
resident Trevor de Brauw, 32. 

“It’s not uncommon for me to try some- 
thing out because the name seems to repre- 
sent a spirit of adventurousness that will come 
across in the beer’s flavor,” de Brauw said. 

However, the breweries sometimes get a 
little too spirited, authorities say In 2009, 


the Michigan Liquor Control Commission 
banned Maryland-based Flying Dog Brewery 
from selling its Raging Bitch Belgian India 
pale ale. 

The liquor commission said the label, 
which features an image of a female dog and 
was designed by former Hunter S. Thompson 
collaborator Ralph Steadman, was “detrimen- 
tal to the public health, safety and welfare.” 

Earlier this year. Flying Dog filed a lawsuit 
to overturn the sales ban. The first hearing on 
the case is set for June 8 in Michigan. 

Although Illinois hasn’t seen a similar con- 
troversy lately— and, according to the Illinois 
Liquor Commission, doesn’t have specific au-

thority to judge a label based on content or 
tone— the state is home to many tongue-in- 
cheek titles. (We did, after all, almost have our 
very own Plums ’n’ {Bleep} draft.) 

Beer is big business, contributing $8.2 bil- 
lion a year to the Illinois economy accord- 
ing to a recent study from the National Beer 
Wholesalers Association and the Beer Insti- 
tute. In fact, distributors offer nearly 5,000 
different labels in the state, according to the 
nonprofit Associated Beer Distributors trade 
association. 

That’s a lot of names. 

Revolution’s draft list, for example, in- 
cludes the provocatively named Sodom, cre- 


ated in collaboration with Munster, Ind.’s 
Three Floyds Brewing, and Gomorrah. The 
brewpub currently is serving the 8 -month- 
old, barrel-aged Sodom in a 9 -ounce snifter. 

“{In} Christianity and Islamic traditions, 
Sodom and Gomorrah have become synony- 
mous with impenitent sin,” Foik said. “{It’s} 
the perfect fit for the ‘dungeons, dragons and 
jesters’ sadistic mentality that comes from 
Three Floyds — and just enough sadistic reli- 
gious defiance from our end at Revolution.” 

Beer names also can come from something 
“completely obscure {that people} would not 
understand unless we explain it,” Magliaro said. 

For example, customers often question the 
meaning behind Daisy Cutter, a pale ale that’s 
one of Half Acre’s most popular brews. 

“People are always curious,” Magliaro said. 
“It’s a reference to a bomb. That can make 
people say ‘Oh, that’s strange,’ but it makes 
sense— 22-ounce bottles are referred to as 
bombers.” 

Sometimes the style of beer provides a 
jumping-off point for its name. Take Piece’s 
Fornicator maibock— a riff on the German 
tradition of ending doppelbock-style beers in 
“ator.” 

“ ‘Fornicator’ definitely involves innuendo, 
but it’s not rude or mean,” said Jonathan Cut- 
ler, brewer at the Wicker Park brewery and 
pizzeria. “Hey, it’s a biblical term.” 

Piece’s patrons didn’t seem to mind the 
moniker. “The customers just thought it was 
funny,” Cutler said. “No one complained.” 

And, on occasion, beer names are inspired 
by inside jokes, such as the Wack Job, a double 
IPA named after Piece assistant brewer Andy 
Coleman. “If you know him, he’s kind of a 
wack job,” Cutler said, with a laugh. 

Cutler, who names most of Piece’s original 
brews, said his suggestions rarely are second- 
guessed. 

“Nobody really ever says, ‘Really can we do 
that?’ ” he said. “It’s all in good fun.”

How to create an awesome label 


Half Acre President Gabriel 
Magliaro knew what he 
wanted on the label of his 
burly Big Hugs imperial 
stout. “What is the most 
non-ominous thing but a 
kitten dumbly meander- 
ing through a city crushing 
things unknowingly, or 
hugging them?” he said. 

He contacted Phineas 
Jones, a Lincoln Square- 
based designer and il- 
lustrator who also has 
crafted posters and labels 


for Three Floyds Brewing 
in Munster, Ind. Jones typi- 
cally first sketches an idea 
on paper and then uses 
programs such as Adobe 
Illustrator to finish design- 
ing the image. The process 
can vary. Jones’ label for 
Shewolf, which he says was 
his most risque, took a sol- 
id week. Shewolf is an India 
pale ale that was a col- 
laboration between Three 
Floyds and Chicago’s Half 
Acre. The label features 


employees from both 
breweries “drinking beer 
from the teat of a giant 
wolf,” Jones said. “It’s like 
Romulus and Remus, if 
there were eight of them.” 
More recently, his Marty 
Stouffer’s Wild America 
Barley Wine label-for a 
beer that Half Acre re- 
leased last month based 
on the PBS show-also 
involved drawing a dozen 
animals, as well as getting 
Stouffer’s approval. e.b.

A wild weekend

Frontier may have gotten off to a bumpy start when 
it opened in February but I had high hopes for the 
Noble Square lodge-themed spot from the group 
behind Lotties Pub and The Pony I knew a brunch 
menu with some not-so-standard fare (fried rabbit, 
you say?) has been in the works, and Fve waited 
with bated, wild-game-craving breath since. 

Server says: Definitely try the crab Benedict 
($12), fried rabbit with waffles ($12) and the toffee 
pancakes ($9), though the latter can be a little too 
sweet for one person to handle. Instead, split it 
with your brunch buddy 

I say: Chicken and waffles is so yesterday Swap 
the bird for a side of fried rabbit from here on out. 
The habanero maple syrup gives the cornmeal 
waffle the kick you need to work off that hangover. 

Sweet stuff: The server wasn’t kidding about 
those pancakes. What looks like an unassuming 
stack of buttermilk flapjacks with a modest spread 
of homemade toffee crumbles turns out to be a 
sugar crash culprit. That toffee spread is hiding 
on all three layers of ’cakes— a shocking, though 
definitely delicious, midmeal surprise. 

Sideshow: Powdered “doughnuts” ($3) may be a 
bit misleading, but the perfectly doughy insides of 


the beignet-like pastries, sprinkled with powdered 
sugar and paired with a side of sweet and smooth 
apple-rum sauce, compel me to forgive. 

Crowd control: Brunch business is still a bit 
sleepy but that can be a blessing if you’re looking 
for a less claustrophobic dining adventure than 
you’d get in the usually packed evening hours. 

Day drinking: $5 bloody marys and mimosas? 
Don’t mind if I do. I was surprised to find my 
not-too-spicy bloody arrive with a standard garnish 
(lime, lemon, celery and olive). The place with the 
stuffed bear behind the bar and boar on the menu 
doesn’t have any meatier options? 

Is it lunchtime yet? The duck tacos ($9 and 
much improved since opening, BTW), a handful of 
hungry man, meaty sandwiches and a Black Angus 
burger ($10) round out the options. 

Bottom line: It’s hard to imagine finding another 
spot in town where you can say you dined on both 
crispy rabbit and too-sweet pancakes, not to men- 
tion for less than $35. Despite my stomach reaching 
capacity halfway through the meal, I felt compelled 
to finish— and that is always a good sign.

Gordon-Levitt never fails

Scrawny teenTJ. (Devin Brochu) and his 
dad, Paul (Rainn Wilson), are having a 
hard enough time dealing with the loss of 
TJ.’s mom without foul- 
mouthed, violent pyro 
Hesher (Joseph Gordon- 
Levitt) forcing his way 
into TJ.’s grandma’s 
house. Hesher, a hell- 
raising, long-haired, tattooed Motorhead 
fan, isn’t what anyone would call “easy to 
get along with,” and he’s also got eyes for 
TJ.’s crush, Nicole (Natalie Portman). 

The buzz: This flick from Sundance 
2010 sounds very much like a quintes- 
sential indie film fest movie: A collection 
of wounded, incompatible characters 
gather briefly and are never the same. It’s 
easy to buy the versatile Gordon-Levitt 
in anything; it’s less easy to buy Portman 
as a homely grocery checkout girl with no 
confidence or prospects. 


The verdict: After “Hesher,” it’s hard 
not to be left with a feeling of “What the 
T’ was that?” It’s both a result of Gordon- 
Levitt’s strangely charismatic perfor- 
mance and director/co-writer Spencer 
Susser’s refusal to get close enough to 
most of his characters. Hesher’s such a 
mystery that he seems like a device (bong 
hits with Grandma, really?), and that goes 
double for Nicole. The movie remains un- 
settling and darkly funny in spite of itself 
It’s an intriguingly off-center examination 
of how to deal with both expected and un- 
expected torment. One other thing: With 
all this law-breaking, why don’t more 
people call the cops? 

Did you know? Paul asksTJ. if he set a 
car on fire (Hesher did it while TJ. watched 
in horror), andTJ. answers “not really” 

Kid, either be completely honest or lie, 
but a vague half-confession is getting you 
nowhere, matt pais is redeye’s movie critic.
